Klectrlclty in Arms Making. 


The electric current has been utilized 


since 1889 at the small arms factory at 
St. Etienne for annealing the steel wire 
of which the hammer springs of the rifle, 
188G pattern, are made. 
These springs 


are 
manufactured 
of 
steel wire, 7 


millimeters thick, cut in lengths of 8.20 
meters; the wire is rolled spirally, and a 
current of 
twenty-three amperos ia 


passed through it. Heating is rapidly 
effected; when it is judged sufficient the 
circuit is closed, and the hammer spring 
is dropped into a water tank. 


One man can anneal twenty springs 


in three minutes, equivalent to about 
2,400 per day. Electric annealing being 
clean in operation and cheap will no 
doubt soon be applied in numerous cases 
analogous to tho one indicated.—Boston 
Transcript.

Be Guard* the President — The Man Who 


Stands Between the Chief Executive 
•uid the 
VVcaponB of 
I>»ne<*rouft and 


Fanatical Cranks — Ills History. 


Of the thousands who weekly visit the 


(xecutive mansion not one fails to ask 
Who the tall, heavily built man is stand- 
ng either close by the president's side or 
levering near him, and few forget, when 
once told, that "he's Captain Densmore." 
'.t, is a Massachusetts citizen that has in 
lis keeping the safety of President Har- 
rison and of the White House family. 


E. S. Densinore, the "captain," as lie 


3 oftener called, is an important person- 
age in the White House economy. The 
harge committed to him is no light one. 
The life of the president of the United 
States, while not as thorny as that of the 
Russian czar, wouldn't be worth a row 
of frost bitten peach trees if one or two 
of the people who think they have 
jrudges against him could get within 
•ange of the president. 
Hardly a week 


passes but threatening letters are re- 
:eived from cranks and * persons who 
wreathe out intimidations and promise 
swift vengeance. 
These are at once 


made Captain Densmore's property. If 
;he crank is from Washington he gen- 
rally knows him; if not, he soon makes 
limself acquainted with the needed in- 
formation. 
Densmore seems to know 


ranks by instinct, and none get further 
than the door or the vestibules. Then 
ae coaxes and manages till the crank or 
the bitter person with a wrong in his 
eye leaves, sends in a card or writes a 
note, which never reaches the president, 
who is thus left with but little knowl- 
edge of the annoyances and dangers at- 
tending him daily. 


WHITE HOUSE QUAKDS. 


The White House, during Hayes' ad- 


ministration, found its guard demoral- 
ized. Densmoro, who was a marked 
man by this time, was sent for. He re- 
signed from the police force and went to 
assist in guarding the lives of presidents. 
From that time on he has been at the 
mansion almost continually. 
During 


Cleveland's administration he resigned 
and went to Massachusetts to look after 
the interests of a Fitchburg firm. Dur- 
ing that time he took up a residence in 
the Bay State, where he is still a voter. 


When Harrison came to Washington 


before the inauguration Mr. Densinore 
was sent for and requested to assume 
charge of President Harrison, just as he 
had of Cleveland at his inauguration. 
Although still in the employ of the 
Fitchburg house, he consented to re- 
main till the inauguration was over 
Prior to March 4 tho life of the pre&i- 
dent-elect is a matter of solicitude, and 
every danger is guarded against. None, 
not even the hotel servants, is allowed 
to enter the president's apartments until 
Deusmore has looked him over and pro- 
nounced him harmless. After the inau- 
guration the captain remained as guest 
and guide for ii few days, and later, at 
the urgent request of the family, ho as- 
sumed his old position as chief guardian 
of the president's life and the rampart 
between the family and an envious pub- 
Lie, 


When the president leaves his office 


for a public reception in the East room 
the tall man is close at his bide. Ho has 
looked ovti- all the people, aud satisfied 
himself there is no suspicious characters 
in the house. Then he fills up one pocket 
with a beautiful pistol, and the crowd 
files singly either between him and the 
president, to whom he performs the in- 
troductions, or by hiiu first, and then 
the president, as they stand side by side. 


A CONSTANT WATCH. 


Densmore has his eye on every one; on 


hands for suspicious movements, and on 
faces for any token of danger, while on 
the other side of the line is another 
guard who keeps his eyes open also, and 
the president takes it all without a wink. 


Sometimes queer things happen at re- 


ceptions, and people seem, to think Cap- 
tain Densmore must be some relative or 
at least a high official. 
One old man 


got out the door after seeing the presi- 
dent, came back, and insisted on shaking 
the vice president's hand. 


Immediately after inauguration, and 


during the first two years of an adminis- 
tration, a president's life is always held 
to be in greatest danger. 


Captain Densmore himself is not on 


station at night at the house, but is in 
charge of all arrangements, and is par- 
ticular that the most muscular men 
shall be at the door. For the man who 
sees that the president's sleep is undis- 
;urbed he has picked out the strongest 
ind finest specimen of manhood on the 
Washington police force. 


In the grounds the watchmen are un- 


ler his eye, and tho night men have 
learned that it doesn't do to neglect 
luty or run chances by taking a nap, 
''or Captain Densmore is as likely to bo 
-tmding under the shadow of a tree at 
midnight or to walk into the little guard- 
louso at S o'clock a. m. , as he is to be on 
land promptly at 9 the next morning 
or the first caller. 


Outside the grounds he is not supposed 


o attend the president unless requested. 
.L has been his custom, however, to act 
.3 escorts to trains and be on hand for 
lie president's arrival. Since 
'euih tbe captain has never fail 
his, because he feels th.it if, ;is

The funeral services of the late Henry 


Edward Manning, Archbishop of Westmin- 
ster, and Cardinal Priest, were held yester- 
day at Brompton Oratory, London. Not- 
withstanding the inclement weather, the 
crowd was immense, mnd on erery sidr, 
especially from workingmen and their fam- 
ilies, were heard expressions of love and 
regret for the dead Cardinal. 
The crowd 


was so dense that traffic in tbe vicinity of 
tbe Orator; was suspended. 


When the solemn ixass commenced, th* 


Oratory was filled with distinguished pei- 
xoneges, of the Church and tbe State. The 
Queen and Princess of Wales were repre- 
sented and all tbe Ambassabora of foreign 
powers were present. 


The altar was draped in black, the only 


ornament being a 
solitary gold 
CTOEB. 


Bishop Bradley preached the fnnsral ser- 
mon, and at the conclusion of the service 
the burial took place in Knndal Green c«ra- 
•tery. 
The body was followed by over 


three hundred carriages, containing many 
notable people, after which marcbfd • 
large number of workingmen'e societies.

Prof. Nielu'hon says; with all nf wlrch we 
mosi heftitily »gree: "The sugnr cctittot at 
best is but one of the many fac'ors in a 
very complicated problem. 
Taken bj 


itself it is of liltla or no value. 
Of greater 


importance are tbe factors of eoil, climate 
and people making up the community. In 


i determining whether or not Ibis industry 


<'an be planted in any locality all these 
factors should be taken into account—-each 
by ileiH and then in their complicated re- 
lations to each other. 
For example, in 


considering the climate, tbe temperature 
may be favorable, there may be the proper 
amount of precipitation, yet the climate as 
a whvlo may be nnsuited. 
With the ideal 


soil and climate and the people not suf- 
ficiently interested to thoroughly learn tbe 
business it could not be introduced. 


There is no royal road to the eolation of 


this grt-nt question of such paramount in- 
terest in the Northwest; it cannot be 
stodiid at arm's length.

and water for irrigation plent.fn'.

other factor only remains to be considered. 
Are tho farmers ready 1 Are they willing 
to take up this great problem, study it 
thoroughly, solve it complexly ? 


If so let them put their shoulders to tbe 


wbeel and, joining forces with the station 
in co-operative experiments the coming 
season, do all that is passible toward get- 
ting at the fundamental principles of tbe 
sugar beet industry.

DCATIN3 
TIME. 


When tlie Ruton \Vaa Flr^t Cui-il It Was 


a Vormidnble Six Foot Club. 


InvestiifftHons into tho origin of the 


baton, or btick for beating time, which 
is used nowadays by tho conductor of 
every large orche^ra, have brought out 
the interesting fact that the first conduc- 
tor's baton was a formidable staff, about 
six feet long, which the old time French 
muj-ician, Lully by name, who invented 
t, may have used as much to intimidate 
he members of his orchestra as to mark 
lie time. Isi the very oldest orchestras, 
w in Chinese orchestras of the present 
lay, 
there was no conductor in' the 


nodern bense. Every performer played 
is well as he aonld, and the man who 
ilayed upon the loudest instrument—the 
:ettle drum, for instance—marked the 
hue for the rest. 


When music became more systematic 


md refined, the chief command of the 
orchestra was given to the member who 
,vas regarded as the most accomplished 
md skillful. He assigned the other mem- 
aers their parts, drilled them at re- 
hearsals and supervised the final per- 
I'ormance. 


To produce u good effect it was neces- 


sary of course that 
the musicians 


should play in time, and tho chief of the 
d-chestra, who himself played one in- 
.irument, was accustomed to mark the 
>ej.t by stamping on the floor with, one 
Joot. For this rotison the conductor of 
in orchestra was at that period called 
he I'cilurius. 


Afterward it became customary for 


<iim to give the tune by clapping the 
ingcrs of his right hand against the hol- 
o\v of his left. 
The beater of time after 


tiid fushion was called the manudnctor. 
Meantime experiments were made in 


narking tho time by striking together 
heils and bones. The bones were soon 
,'iven up as instruments to be used by 
ho conductor of an orchestra; but they 
urvived as an independent instrument. 
3oys and negro minstrels "play on the 
joues" with great gusto to this day. 


In the early part of the Seventeenth 
entnry the musician already alluded to, 
jully by name, arose. He found all 
hese instruments of leadership ineffec- 
ive, and in order to reduce his perforai- 
rs to complete subjection, he procured 
: stout staff six feet long, with which he 
Bounded vigorously on the floor to mark 
ho time. 
One day, becoming particularly iinpa- 
ient, and pounding with especial vigor 
jully struck hid foot instead of the floor 
\-ith his baton. The wound gangrened 
ind Lully died from its effects in 1087. 


The baton continued in use through 


.ut tho Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth 


enturies, but though it gradually de 
reused in size, there is no evidence tha 
omlnetors marked the time in any other 
vay than by pounding upon their music 
tands or some other hard object. 
All this pounding must have had an 


inploaiant effect upon the music, anc 
ritics and musicians began to ridicul* 
he practice. In conrse of time, there 
ore, we find mu-ical conductors no 
ongor Vnuinpin ; upon, the fluor or thei 
•lubic bl.uuls, but beating tho timo en 
ircly in the air. It seems to have taken 
la s ITS a very long time t') learn tha 
ht-y could get the timo us easily b;

"Simply this, that every new born

orearm, and will support the whole 
weight of its body, during the first few 
lours after birth, for a period varying 
rom ten seconds to two minutes and a 
lalf. Now, everybody knows that in 
nonkeys tho power of grip is very fnlly 
Jfveloped; quadrumana can do any- 
thing with their hands and'arms, and in 
cases of danger this power is a chief 
neans of self preservation. 
I have now 


experimented on 150 bauies; some of 
;hern an hour or two, some a few days 
old—and in two cases only have they 
'a41ed to hang by their hands, even the 
liniest supporting the weight of its body 
'or ten seconds, most of them much 
onger, and in a few cases they have 
clung to a linger or a stick for two min- 
utes and u half. And even in tho two 
ases failure was due to other causes than 
die infants' lack of muscular strength. 
£ ought to say that I never attempted to 
experiment 
on weak children, who 


might be injured by the exposure. A 
blanket was. placed below the child, so 
that when it dropped it dropped on a 
soft, warm surface. 
Whenever it was 


possible the experiment was made and 
the photograph taken in the presence of 
the mother. 


"On the face of one, aged sixty min 


ntes, sat stoic indifference; two more 
looked energetic, thongh placid, as they 
stuck with their round little fists to a 
branch at the end of which appeared two 
hands, looking very gigantic in com 
parison to the very youthful performers.

And when- 
ever I have held a (inM1' or a stick close 
to the infant's feet while it was hanging 
by its arms there has been an attempt 
at clutching the stick with the feet. This 
seems to me another instance of the sur- 
vival of the ape's instincts in the human 
child., 


"Another curious fact that struck me 


was that even when a child had been 
banging by its hands for over a minnte 
—this seems a short period, but just try 
to hang to a horizontal bar, supporting 
the weight of yonr body by your hands 
only, for a minute or two—it let go more 
because it wanted to change its position 
than because it was tired. 
Sometimes I 


gave it my finger to clutch as soon as it 
dropped on to the blanket, nnd I could 
feel 1>y tho energetic grip that the little 
animal was by no means exhausted."—
